A Chessington primary school 
and a secondary in New Mal¬ 
den have been honoured under 
a new programme set up by the 
Mayor of London to recognise 
exceptional schools in London.

Rise in crime 


as lights go off 

Decision made to save £210k a year

Night time crime has gone 
up by 40 per cent in Epsom 
and Ewell since the street¬ 
lights were turned off in 
February. 

Police statistics show 
there were 342 crimes re¬ 
corded between midnight 
and 5am from March 1 to 
July 24 this year, compared 
to 245 during the same 
period in 2016 and 251 in 
2015. 

Some lights in the bor¬ 
ough went off during those 
hours in February, with a 
further set being turned off 
on July 26, after the pub¬ 
lished data was collected. 

Surrey County Council 
made the controversial deci¬ 
sion to turn off lights across 
the county in an effort to 
save £210,000 a year. 


A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “Due to the ever- 
increasing demand for our 
services, coupled with a 
reduction in government 
funding, we made the tough 
decision to turn off street¬ 
lights in quiet areas with 
low amounts of traffic in the 
early hours. 

“We worked with Sur¬ 
rey Police on this and kept 
on lights in areas where 
concerns were raised 
to help ensure that our 
residents’ safety is not 
compromised.” 

Councillor Eber Kington, 
who requested the data be 
compiled, has urged resi¬ 
dents who want to see the 
lights come back on to con¬ 
tact the county council. 

He said: “I was getting 
lots of messages from people 
anxious and angry about the 
situation. I’m still getting 
far too many people com¬ 
ing to me with stories about 
this. 


“First I would encourage 
everyone to make sure crime 
is reported. 

“We need those stats. Sec¬ 
ond, people who feel strong¬ 
ly about it should make use 
of the review service on the 
council website. 

“That has to give a mes¬ 
sage that people are not 
willing to accept that in 
the modern day we have to 
have the streetlights off at 
night.”

“Earthquake’’-like trem¬ 

ors from a damaged road in 
Chessington have been keep¬ 
ing a family awake for eight 
months. 

One resident said Leather- 
head Road is so noisy he can 
“hear the glasses singing the 
cupboards”. 

Transport for London (TfL) 
is aware of the problem but 
haven’t managed to fix it yet, 
despite action from residents 
and a query from Kingston 
and Surbiton MP Ed Davey. 

Resident Roy Fisher 
said: “We have a dog called 
Heart that’s on tranquilis- 
ers because it keeps thinking 
there’s an earthquake which 
is shaking the house. The 
vets say Heart needs to be re¬ 
moved from the situation but 
it’s been eight months and we 
can’t put her in kennels that 
long.” 


Because Leatherhead Road 
is used for access to the M25, 
Mr Fisher said heavy lor¬ 
ries come down at all hours 
and shake residents in their 
beds. 

He added: “We have the 
front wall cracked, new plas¬ 
ter which we put up last year 
all showing hairline cracks 
and all I keep getting is that 
they’ve turned up once and 
the machine broke, they 
turned up again last week and 
they couldn’t do the job be¬ 


cause there was a car parked 
there. It’s no excuse, normally 
when you’re going to do work 
you put cones up before, you 
don’tjustturnup.” 

A TfL spokesperson said: 
“We’re sorry for the disrup¬ 
tion caused by the poor road 
surface in Leatherhead Road. 

“We aim to resurface the 
road on Friday night as our 
previous attempts were de¬ 
layed by broken equipment 
and a lack of access to the 
road.”

Man guilty of 
cocaine plan

A Thornton Heath man has 
been found guilty of con¬ 
spiring to import £9 million 
worth of cocaine through 
Heathrow Airport. 

Preetam Mungrah, 43, of 
Thornton Heath and Wilfred 
Owusu, 30, of Stoke New¬ 
ington, were found guilty on 
Thursday October 5 at King¬ 
ston Crown Court of conspir¬ 
ing with baggage handler 
Joy sen Jhurry, 40 from Ban- 
stead, to import the cocaine 
into the UK. 

This followed an 18 month 
National Crime Agency In¬ 
vestigation, which saw Mun¬ 
grah arrested in December 
2016. 

NCA surveillance officers 
would watch as Jhurry ar¬ 
ranged to move suitcases con¬ 
taining the drugs off a flight 
from Brazil and have them 
placed on baggage carousels 
for domestic flights. 

Around the time of each 
flight Jhurry was in phone 



contact with right-hand man 
Mungrah. 

The bags would be then 
collected by couriers, organ¬ 
ised by Owusu, arriving on 
internal flights from other 
airports in the UK, who could 
exit Heathrow without going 
through customs controls. 

Two such couriers, Dano- 
van Bull, 45, and Moses Awo- 
petu, 38, were arrested on 
arrival and would later plead 
guilty to importing class A 
drugs. 

On other occasions, sei¬ 
zures were made by Border 
Force officers. 

In total, cocaine weighing 


more than 100 kilos and can¬ 
nabis weighing around 50 ki¬ 
los was seized from the gang. 

NCA regional head of in¬ 
vestigations Brendan Fore¬ 
man said: “This was a sophis¬ 
ticated plot and at the centre 
of it was a man who used his 
privileged access to Heath¬ 
row and insider knowledge 
of the airport’s systems for 
criminal purposes. 

“This kind of corruption 
threatens the security of the 
UK border and the public at 
large which is why the NCA 
and its partners are tackling 
it as a priority 

“Working with Border 
Force, Airport authorities 
and the airline community 
we were able to stop this or¬ 
ganised crime group in its 
tracks and pull together evi¬ 
dence which demonstrated 
their guilt to the jury.” 

Three other men, Damion 
Goodhall, 30, of Tooting, Lon¬ 
don, Mark Agoro, 51, of Thur¬ 
rock, Essex, and Aziz Abdul, 
37, of no fixed abode, also 
pleaded guilty to being part 
of the conspiracy. 

All will be sentenced later 
in the year.

The ongoing chaos of the Ashcombe 
Road bridge closure continues, 
irrespective of the major disruption it is 
causing local residents. 

The bridge is the crucial link between 
Gap and Queens Roads and is a key route 
between Wimbledon Park and Trinity 
ward. The bridge is relied upon by 
countless parents for daily school runs, 
by people visiting the shops on The 
Broadway and for everyone’s general 
access to the town centre. Throughout 
the year, the council has publicized a 
moving feast of closure periods and 
forever changing completion dates. 

The initial street signage stated that 
works to the bridge would commence in 
March and be completed before the end 


of April. The project was then 
rescheduled repeatedly, at one stage 
promising boots on the ground with 
work to start at the beginning of July. 
Any hopes anyone had of the bridge 
being open again in time for the new 
school term were soon dashed, local 
residents often reporting long periods of 
inactivity and zero presence on the site 
during August, with works only starting 
properly it seems after the school 
holidays ended. 

The latest council website 
proclamation now states the bridge will 
be closed all the way through to the 
Christmas trading period in December, 
whilst other announcements state that 
the bridge will reopen on ‘dates 


unknown’! 

Badly worded indecipherable street 
signage has also been erected leaving 
residents baffled as they attempt to read 
the garbled messages, whilst the local 
ward councillors were omitted from 
advance notice of the works. 

The patience of local residents is 
wearing thin as traffic builds along 
Cromwell Road with stationary cars in 
gridlock and even bus routes adversely 
impacted. The bridge is a critical point 
of local infrastructure and its repair and 
maintenance deserve proper levels of 
priority and management.

Three people traffickers have 
been found guilty of running a 
prostitution ring that exploited 
19 vulnerable south east Asian 
women at hotels in the UK. 

Li Wei Gao, an unemployed 
44-year-old woman from China, 
who lives in Portsmouth Road, 
Esher, and Hong Chin, a 45-year- 
old takeaway employee who 
lives in Newton Wood Road, 
Ashtead were charged together. 

Kevin Thompson, from the 
Crown Prosecution Service, 
said: “The gang exploited vul¬ 
nerable women, putting them 
to work in situations which ex¬ 
posed them to serious potential 
risks. Once the women were 
caught up in the prostitution 
ring, it was invariably almost 
impossible for them to escape 
the life they had been forced 
into. 

“All the time, they were then 
earning what turned out to be 
huge sums of money for the de¬ 
fendants, who were responsible 


for running the operation with¬ 
out any regard for the women’s 
wellbeing.” 

The pair was charged with 
conspiring to control prostitu¬ 
tion for gain between February 
1, 2013, and June 11, 2015 and 
conspiring to traffic people for 
sexual exploitation into the UK 
between March 10, 2015, and 
June 11,2015. 

Hong Chin was also charged 
with the same offences with 
Tingli Lu, a 47-year-old Chinese 
beautician of Somers Road, 
Southsea, Hampshire. They 
were found guilty at the Old Bai¬ 
ley on Thursday, October 5, and 
will be sentenced on October 26. 

Detective Inspector Andy 
Richardson said: “This has been 
a complex and lengthy investi¬ 
gation where vulnerable women 
were trafficked into the UK for 
the purposes of prostitution. 

“Often the women were moved 
to different towns around the 
South East where hotel rooms 
were booked for them, and then 
they were told who they would 
be seeing and what services they 
had to offer; they had no say in 
any of this. 

“This was effectively a well 


organised and structured busi¬ 
ness which made the defendants 
thousands of pounds, as was 
seen from their bank accounts. 

“Over the course of the inves¬ 
tigation officers spoke to a num¬ 
ber of women with their safety 
and welfare at the forefront of 
our minds. 

“Each of the women we spoke 
to were offered support and pro¬ 
tection through the National Re¬ 
ferral Mechanism. 

“Our case was also supported 
by the strength of the account 
given by one of the victims, who 
bravely gave evidence at the 
trial and I am grateful for her 
cooperation.” 

A spokesperson for Elmbridge 
police said: “These convictions 
are a really positive result and 
show that human trafficking is 
not acceptable and will not be 
tolerated. We will leave no stone 
unturned in bringing those who 
commit such horrific crimes to 
justice.” 

During the trial, a fourth per¬ 
son charged in connection with 
the case, Wing Yeun, a 41-year- 
old taxi driver of Palace Square, 
London, was found not guilty of 
all charges.

THE RITUAL (15): The Hangover downs shots with 
Deliverance and The Blair Witch Project, and blood flows 
more readily than booze in David Bruckner’s horror thriller. 
Laced with Nordic mythology and laddish banter, The Ritual 
is a grim tale of four hapless 30-something pals (Rafe Spall, 
Robert James-Collier, Arsher Ali and Sam Troughton), who 
get lost in a Scandinavian forest and come face to ' face with 
a malevolent force that drives them to the brink of despair. 
You won’t need a map and compass to navigate each twist 
in Joe Barton’s script, adapted from the novel by Adam 
Nevill, or discern the order in which thinly sketched 
characters are most likely to perish. The Ritual resists the 
temptation for cheap, jump-out-of-your-seat scares to focus 
on a sustained build-up of tension. Bruckner’s approach 
works, tickling our discomfort until the underwritten 
characters’ fears are realised in a climactic bloodbath 
augmented with digital effects. 

THE LEGO NINJAGO MOVIE (U): The spirit of 
reconstruction runs deep in The LEGO Ninjago Movie, the 
third computer-animated adventure in the rapidly expanding 
franchise. Charlie Bean, Paul Fisher and Bob Logan’s film 
lazily bolts together themes from The LEGO Movie and The 
LEGO Batman Movie to explore a strained father-son 
dynamic against a backdrop of martial arts mayhem. The 
riotous, barnstorming comedy of the first two films has been 
heavily diluted and a live-action framing device featuring 
Hong Kong superstar Jackie Chan as the owner of a 
mystical shop feels like an obvious stylistic conceit. Polished 
one-liners are disappointingly thin on the brick-plated 
ground and vocal performances fail to elevate the material 
above the parapet of mediocrity. A linear quest for a 
mysterious artefact called The Ultimate, Ultimate Weapon 
provides a flimsy hook for the toybox tomfoolery, and should 
hold the attention of very young audiences who are already 
familiar with the lucrative Ninjago brand. 

BLADE RUNNER 2049 (15): Director Denis Villeneuve’s 
eagerly awaited sequel honours the past and respectfully 
expands the nihilistic universe imagined by Philip K Dick in 
his novel Do Androids Dream Of Electric Sheep? In Blade 
Runner 2049, androids dream of wooden horses and 
possessing the one thing that cannot be coded into their 
meticulously crafted bodies: a soul. Motifs from Ridley 


Scott’s 1982 film reverberate tantalisingly throughout this 
pristine follow-up, deftly stitching together two timelines 
without completely excluding audiences who are blissfully 
ignorant of the original. Familiarity undoubtedly enriches the 
experience but also sows seeds of nostalgia-tinged 
disappointment. For all its bravura production design and 
flawless special effects, Blade Runner 2049 doesn’t smack 
gobs with its invention, apart from a sensual three-way sex 
scene that gently tickles our g-spot. Like the automata that 
enrich human lives, Villeneuve’s film is one small yet 
significant iteration shy of perfection. 

THE MOUNTAIN BETWEEN US (12A): A plane crash in 
mountainous terrain brings together strangers on different 
emotional flight paths in director Hany Abu-Assad’s romantic 
drama. Based on the novel by Charles Martin, The Mountain 
Between Us is a gooey collision of beautiful people in peril: a 
photojournalist (Kate Winslet) on assignment for a national 
UK newspaper and a gifted neurosurgeon (Idris Elba). The 
script goes into freefall well before a bravura crash 
sequence, which the director seemingly captures in a single 
fluid take, his camera gliding back and forth inside the 
claustrophobic fuselage until the inevitable, sickening 
plunge towards terra f irma. Oscar winner Winslet and 
Golden Globe winner Elba don’t have a great deal to work 
with, but both actors threaten to melt the 10 inches of spring 
snow with their lustful glances and heartfelt delivery of corny 
dialogue. A final destination is clearly telegraphed far in 
advance of the softly lit, breathless sex scene. Don’t expect 
much turbulence before landing. 

THE GLASS CASTLE (12A): Adapted from Jeannette Walls’ 
best-selling memoir of the same title, director Destin Daniel 
Cretton’s tonally uneven picture asks us to believe that 
formative years marked by abandonment and rejection 
could inspire four siblings to discover the inner strength that 
will stand them in good stead for the future. It’s a harsh 
lesson in self-preservation, delivered with gusto by an 
impressive ensemble cast led by Oscar winner Brie Larson. 
Those sterling performances, which frequently claw at our 
hearts, elevate a chronologically fractured script that fails to 
endear us to a booze-sodden father (Woody Harrelson), 
who has a mantra to justify every hard knock until he must 
finally confront the pain he has wrought. 


“I spent my whole life running from those demons in the wild,” 
he laments, “and the whole time they were hiding in my belly.” 
That would explain the picture’s bloated midsection. 
GOODBYE CHRISTOPHER ROBIN (PG): The dark age of 
celebrity parents monetising their cherubic children dawned 
many years before the scourge of selfies, social media and 
smartphones. In the handsomely crafted drama Goodbye 
Christopher Robin, battle-scarred author AA Milne 
(Domhnall Gleeson) and his wife Daphne (Margot Robbie) 
treat their young son (Will Tilston) as a sales tool in the 
mid-1920s to promote the literary adventures of a hunny- 
loving bear called Winnie-The-Pooh. The sacrifice of one 
little boy’s childhood innocence for the happiness and 
healing of a shell-shocked Britain, which has been 
devastated by the Great War, is at the wounded heart of 
Simon Curtis’s picture. The script, co-written by Frank 
Cottrell-Boyce and Simon Vaughan, gradually exposes the 
anguish and resentment that festered beneath the Hundred 


Acre Wood. It’s an emotionally chilly film, reflected in 
Gleeson’s restrained performance, which internalises 
Milne’s post-traumatic stress and shuts out his family 
as well as us. 

KINGSMAN: THE GOLDEN CIRCLE (15): Director Matthew 
Vaughn’s high-octane spy caper sequel opens with a 
digitally enhanced bang: an outlandish fight sequence 
inside a London taxi, aptly choreographed to Prince’s foot- 
stomping anthem Let’s Go Crazy. For the next two hours, 
Vaughn and co-writer Jane Goldman oblige. They sacrifice 
logic at the altar of cartoonish calamity as Eggsy (Taron 
Egerton) and technical support guru Merlin (Mark Strong) 
join forces with Kingsman’s swaggering Transatlantic 
counterparts, Statesman, in order to defeat drugs cartel 
kingpin Poppy Adams (Julianne Moore). Kingsman:The 
Golden Circle quickly accelerates into the same 
preposterous groove as its 2015 predecessor, unleashing 
an exhausting blitzkrieg of hyper-stylised mayhem.

I'll spare you the details. Luckily, he was 
smart as a whip, an excellent guitarist 
and a great songwriter. He was cyni¬ 
cal about human nature, including his 
own, and hysterically funny. 

Like a lot of kids from fractured 
families, he had the knack of creative 
mimicry, reading people's hidden psy¬ 
chology and transforming what he saw

into bubbly, incisive art. 
He used to write let¬ 
ters (never meant to 
be sent) in my wife 
Libby's singular 
voice that made 
the three of us 
collapse with 
laughter. 

His habits 
got the best of 
him by the end 
of the seventies, 
and we lost touch 
for a while. In the 
eighties, when I was 
putting together 
the NY Rock 
and Soul 
Review 


with Libby, we hooked 
up again, revived the 
Steely Dan concept 
and developed anoth¬ 
er terrific band. 

I intend to keep 
the music we creat¬ 
ed together alive as 
long as I can with the 
Steely Dan band."

Managing to secure a mortgage isn’t just 
about proving you can afford to repay it each 
month.

The first five years are interest free, and after 
that you’ll be charged a fee of 1.75% of the 
loan’s value. The fee then increases every 
year, according to the Retail Prices Index plus 
1 %.

You don’t even need to be a first time buyer 
to take advantage of this scheme, but you do 
need to have a 5% deposit saved up, and the 
house you’re buying must be your only home.

Save in a Help to Buy ISA: If you’re 
a first time buyer, you can save up to a 
maximum of £200 a month towards your first 
home with the ISA. Once you reach £ 12,000 
(or before) you’ll be able to get a 25% return 
tax-free. So if you save the maximum amount, 
it’s a bonus of £3,000. 


Shared ownership: This scheme lets 
you buy part of a property and pay rent 
on the rest, bringing down the size of the 
deposit you need.

Famed giantkillers Sutton United hit the 
FA Cup trail once again this Saturday and 
the task ahead of them couldn't be more 
of a contrast to their last appearance in 
the competition. 

The eyes of the world were firmly fixed 
on the U's back in February when they 
took on Arsene Wenger's star-studded 
Arsenal side with a global TV audience 
of millions tuning-in hoping to witness an 
upset in the fifth round. 

But the Gunners, who included Theo 
Walcott, Alex Oxlade-Chamberlain and 
Alexis Sanchez on the night, won 2-0 
to end what was a glorious chapter in 
Sutton's history following a series of head- 
line-grabbing cup victories. 

This weekend Paulton Rovers, currently 
18th in the Evo-Stick South-West Division 
which is three tiers below Sutton, will be 
hoping to claim a notable scalp when the 
U's come to town for a fourth qualifying 
round clash. 

The David v Goliath match-up is one 
that Sutton United Chairman, Bruce 
Elliot, is looking forward to. 

'We are probably the favourites," he 
said. "But as we know, the FA Cup is magi¬ 
cal and full of surprises." 

Sutton's FA Cup march last season 
included stunning wins over League 
One neighbours AFC Wimbledon and 
Championship high-fliers Leeds United 
which culminated in the clash with Arse¬ 
nal, an encounter which epitomised the 


romance of the competition. 

During the FA Cup draws last season, 
Bruce joined the players and all the staff 
in the clubroom to watch the drama 
unfold live. 

"It was so surreal," said the Sutton 
chairman. "I remember them all. The Wim¬ 
bledon one was huge because of our big 
connection with them. 

'The Arsenal draw was something else. 
The place was absolutely packed. Every¬ 
one was looking at each other like 'is this 
right'? 

"Perhaps we were dreaming. It will 
never be forgotten. Sometimes the draws 
are almost as exciting as the games. That 
moment was so special." 

Having drawn 00 at home to AFC Wim¬ 
bledon in the third round, more than 800 
Sutton fans travelled to Kingsmeadow 
for the replay and saw Paul Doswell's 
men come from behind to win 3-1 thanks 
to goals from Roarie Deacon, Max 
Biamou and Dan Fitchett. 

'We have always had excellent sup¬ 
port," Bruce said. 'The cup run gener¬ 
ated a lot of extra interest. We seem 
to have managed to keep a lot of fans 
who came last season and they are 
enjoying it." 

The chairman has been going to watch 
Sutton play since his dad took him when 
he was young. He has fond memories of 
the FA Cup giantkilling of Coventry City in 
the third round of 1989. 

"Everybody was there and it was a day 
they all remember. The Coventry game 
wasn't on live TV, so you had to wait to 
watch it on Match of the Day after." 

The good times are continuing on the 


field for Sutton this season. They are fourth 
in the Vanarama National League, just 
two points off the top after 15 games, 
and have beaten former Football League 
clubs Leyton Orient, Tranmere Rovers and 
Dagenham and Redbridge along the way. 

The borough's football fans have 
been drawn to the Knights Community 
Stadium in their droves this season, lured 
by the club's excellent cheap season ticket 
offer. 

Crowds are averaging more than 2,000 
with many supporters starting to wonder 
if the U's might get promoted to the Foot¬ 
ball League. 

"It's too early to dream of promotion," 
said the chairman. "It is only our second 
season at this level and our target is to get 
the magic 50 points or so. 

'We are off to an excellent start which 
is down to the momentum and the legacy 
carried over from last season." 

The BBC had wanted to stream this 
weekend's clash at Paulton live on its web¬ 
site but after serious consideration, Sutton 
made the decision it wasn't practical for 
the club's fans and players. 

The game would have been changed 
to a 12.30pm kick-off, as opposed to 3 pm, 
meaning the players getting up very early 
in the morning to make their way to Sut¬ 
ton's ground. 

Bruce clarified the club' position: 'We 
would have loved to have done it. We 
wanted to say yes but we had already 
made travel arrangements. We are leav¬ 
ing the club at 8.30am and a 12.30 kick-off 
would have been ridiculous. 

'We have to prepare professionally and 
I think we made the right decision."
